TERITABLE FIRE TRAP 


The buildings at the Adams county 


almsbouse are' of very old construction, 
inflammable from cellar to garret almost 
entirely without fire prntect.on, and veri 
table fire traps for the 75, inmates there- 
of," according to a statement accredjted_ 
to Edward Wilson, field representative of 
the Department of Public Welfare, who 
catoe to Gettysburg as the result of a re- 
quest from a number of citizens of Adams 
county, who wanted to know what condi- 
tions were The action was brought about' 
bv a recent fire at an asylum in New York 
cfty. Mr. \\ ilson stated that the inmates 
of the home would he practically at the 
mercy of a fire should one start. Only two 
of the buildings offer any means of escape, 
and these have outside stairways. t There 
are no hand extinguishers and no water 
buckets Four 50 foot lengths are the only 
means of fire protection on the grounds 
and the Gettysburg fire apparatus if more 
than a mile away, with a doubtful water 
supply at the home ia mains which form 
the end of the line. 


Recommendations made are for the im- 


mediate emoloymeDt of a night watchman 
and the plar-ing of pails and hand extin- 
guishers. The course to be followed as 
soon as possible, according to Mr. Wilson, 
is to have water mains enlargpd and ex- 
tendfd about the buildings, so as to cpve 
an adequate supplv for fire protection, 
and then to have cjils of hose placed on 
every floor. This would be useless at the 
present time, with a scant flow in" email 
mains, as the home gets only what g'>es 
to the eod of the borough system. Each 
building ha? its own ftirnaci fire and, as 
things stand at present, with no night 
watchman, the inmates are at the mercy 
of any fire which might start while those 
at the institution are asleep. The investi- 
gator stated that everj thing else at the 
place was in good shape, the buiidmg=be'- 
ing clean, the inmatrs well fed and happy, 
and an absence of any complaints 


Adams county's directors of tho poor 


Monday unamrrouslv declared they were 
wiling to act on all recommendations, 
within reason, made hy the State Depart- 
ment of I'u lie \\ elfarc to abolish the fire 
hazard at the county home. To Joseph 
I. Weaver. New Oxford. Mr. Wilsoo's

ing facilities at She home and the danger 
to the inmates in case a fire broke oat.

Director Weaver declared, that 
conditions which existed at the county 
home, in connection witli danger of fire, 
became apparent to him aome time ago, 
and that he railed the attention of the 
other directors to thenffair. The purchase 
of extinguishers and the placing of caska 
nnd pailrt ran be done with comparatively 
lirtle expense, but the extension of the 
borough water mains to (hi home which 
is Rome distance a way from the supply line 
in the town would be a very costly item.

He met their wicked 
challenge as to his authority in such 
a skillful way as to place them under 
condemnation for their unbelief. This 
condition was accentuated by the par^ 
able of the householder. 


I. The Question of Paying Tribute 


(20 :liKi6). 


1. Spies Sent to Entrap Jesus (v. 


20). The rulers \\ere too cowardly to 
do this themselves, so they employed 
underlings to do their mean work 
while they hid aw»y. This diabolical 
m'cthod is employed today in political 
and religious life. 
Many times ques- 


tions are raised under the guise of 
sincerity, when the real purpose is to 
do mischief. 


* 
Wicked Flattery (v. 21). They 


complimented His truthful teaching, 
-His impartiality and courage. 
They 


certiiied to His faithfulness even to 
that extent that He would face Caesar 
himself. 
This compliment was true, 


though insincerely given. Back of this 
flattery was the base purpose to de- 
stroy Jesus. Many today praise to the 
face in order to stab in the back.- 


3. The Gunning Question (vv. 22- 


26). "Is it lawful for us to give trib- 
ute to Caesar or not?" At this time 
the Jews were galling under the yoke 
of the Ilonian government. To h«ve 
answered this question either by "yes" 
or "no" would have involved difficul- 
ties. To have answered "yes," would 
have conveyed the impression of en- 
dorsing all that the Roman govern- 
ment did. To have answered, "no," 
would have at once brought him into 
conflict with the government. 
It is 


not always an easy matter for a 
Christian to determine his right re- 
lation to civil government. 


Christ's reply to this question prop- 


erly understood and applied is the 
final word on the subject. 
Until the 


civil authorities demand that - which 
is a violation of God's law we are 
bound to render unto them obedience. 
Rfender unto- Caesar the things due 
within the realm of the rights of gov- 
ernment.' 
But while Christ's answer sets forth 


their duties to civil authorities. He 
used the occasion to impress upon 
them the duties due to God. Render 
unto God the things that are God's. 
Man bears the image of God. There- 
fore he should honor and serve Him. 
Since he enjoy's God's protection and 
care it is his duty to own allegiance 
to Him, yield his life to Him in serv- 
ice worship and praise. Everyone who 
enjoys the benefits of civil government 
is obliged to pay the taxes which are 
necessary for the support of that gov- 
ernment' and everyone who receives 
God's favor is placed trader a like 
obligation unto Him. 


II. Jesus' Estimate of Gifts (21:1-4). 
1." Jesus Watching the People Giv- 


ing (v. 1). He was greatly interested 
in observing the way the people cast 
their gifts into the treasury. Perhaps 
there is more vital index to one's char- 
acter than the way he behaves before 
the Lord's treasury. 
Jesus sits over 


against every treasury 
and knows 


every dollar cast into it. He knows 
how the dollars come and how they 


Ko No trickery can deceive Him. He 
not only knows this in the church, but 
He knows it in the business world. 


2 The Rich Gave of Their Abund- 


ance (vv. 1-4). They, no doubt, gave 
much, but in proportion to what they 
had left their gifts were small. The 
size of the gift is not primarily to be 
measured by how much it is, but how 
much has the giver left. 


3. A Widow Gave Two Mites (vv. 


2-4). In value n'mite was less than a 
cent. Though the two coins were of 
small value themselves, they repre- 
sented her all—not merely her sur- 
plu«, hut her living. Let no one de- 
ceive himself by pretending to give 
the widow's mite, for to give the 
widow's mite means to give every-
